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BOARD OF PROFESSIONAL ENGINEERS
AND PROFESSIONAL LAND SURVEYORS

Minutes of Meeting

The Board of Professional Engineers and Professional Land Surveyors held a regular
meeting on June 8, 9 & 10, 2006 at the Statehouse Inn, 981 Grove St., Boise, Idaho, to
conduct Board business. The meeting convened at 1:00 p.m. on Thursday, June 8, 2006
with the following Board members present: Gary L. Young, Scott McClure, James H.
Milligan, John Howe and William J. Ancell. Also present was David L. Curtis,
Executive Director, and Jennifer Rowe, Administrative Assistant.

III. UNFINISHED BUSINESS

William Lillibridge and John Bilderback from the Dept. of Agriculture joined the
meeting. Attorney Angela Richards and Attorney Woody Richards joined the meeting.

5. Engineers at the Dept. of Agriculture met with the Board to discuss various
aspects of the One Plan software. The Board discussed the various scenarios
presented by Mr. Lillibridge and Mr. Bilderback in regards to responsible charge
and provided their opinions.

¢ Responsible Charge Scenario I — inadequate oversight for responsible charge.
¢ Responsible Charge Scenario II — adequate to provide responsible charge.
e Responsible Charge Scenario III — adequate to provide responsible charge.

e Responsible Charge Scenario IV — there is no exemption from licensure for state
employees.

¢ Responsible Charge Scenario V — Title 54 Chapter 12 requires that engineering be
done by engineers, but statutes and code typically allow discretion of the
“Authority Having Jurisdiction”, in this case, ISDA, as to when project plans
must be prepared by a PE. Idaho Administrative Rules only require liquid waste
systems be designed by a PE. Neither Idaho Code enforced by ISDA nor
Administrative Rules administered by ISDA require that a PE prepare the type of
plans referenced, so the issue is not clear. The Board would likely not seek
discipline against an ISDA employed engineer reviewing and commenting on
such plans prepared by an unlicensed person.

e Responsible Charge VI — If NRCS rules require the barn be designed by a PE or
NRCS employee, a later analysis of the existing facility by a PE will not satisfy
that requirement. A PE could render an opinion as to the adequacy of an existing
design, but that does not make him or her the “designer”, and so long as that PE
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does not seal, sign and date the plans, we see no violation based on the limited
information presented.

Moved by Mr. Milligan, seconded by Mr. Young to authorize the Chair to send a letter
summarizing the above responses to the scenarios posed by Mr. Lilllibridge and Mr.
Bilderback . Motion passed unanimously.

Moved by Mr. Howe, seconded by Mr. Young to authorize staff and counsel to conduct
an inquiry into the background of the situations presented by Mr. Lillibridge and Mr.
Bilderback related to the performance of work by unlicensed persons employed by ISCC
and IASCD. Motion passed unanimously.

I READING OF MINUTES

1. Approval of minutes of the May 10-12, 2006 Board meeting as distributed.

Moved by Mr. Milligan, seconded by Mr. Young to approve the minutes of the May 10-
12, 2006 meeting as distributed. Motion passed unanimously.

IL. REVIEW AND APPROVAL OF CONSENT AGENDA

1. ISPE submitted a recommendation to Governor Risch for Gary Young to serve a
second term on the Board.

2. Staff shared some comments from applicants and registrants on our service.

Moved by Mr. Milligan, seconded by Mr. Young to note the items on the Consent
Agenda with no further action. Motion passed unanimously.

III. UNFINISHED BUSINESS

1. Mitch Barreras was previously denied assignment to the LSIT exam for
educational deficiencies. He requested that the Board clarify which of his college
credits were considered acceptable education.

The Board voted by roll call vote to enter into executive session to discuss credentials not
subject to disclosure as provided for the Idaho Code 67-2345(1)(d). Roll call vote results
- Mr. Young, yes; Mr. McClure, yes; Mr. Milligan, yes; Mr. Howe, yes and Mr. Ancell,
yes.

The Board exited executive session.

Moved by Mr. Young, seconded by Mr. Howe to authorize staff to send a letter to Mr.
Barreras informing him that an evaluation of his transcripts indicates a total of 23
semester credit hours of college level academic education, 8 of which are surveying.
Therefore, he would still need an additional 37 credits, 7 of which must be in surveying,
to meet the educational requirements. Motion passed unanimously.
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IV. NEW BUSINESS
1. Reports by Board Members and Staff of activities since the last Board meeting.

Mr. McClure, Mr. Milligan, Mr. Young, Mr. Howe and Mr. Curtis all attended the
NCEES Annual Meeting in Santa Fe, New Mexico. Mr. Howe also attended the ISPLS
Board of Governors meeting in Worley, Idaho.

3. Staff requested that Edith Williams be authorized to review application files with
Jennifer Rowe in the event of an extended absence of Mr. Curtis.

Moved by Mr. Young, seconded by Mr. Milligan to authorize Edith Williams to review
applications in the event of Mr. Curtis’ absence. Motion passed unanimously.

5. The Board set meeting dates for calendar year 2007.

Moved by Mr. Young, seconded by Mr. Milligan to approve meeting dates for 2007 as
follows:

Motion passed unanimously.
6. NCEES notified the Board that they will administer the FE in Japan.
Moved by Mr. Young, seconded by Mr. Howe to note the information.

11.  Staff presented the Board with a financial summary of FY06 through May 31,
2006 as well as an update of the Board Member payroll expenses.

The Board noted the information.

Moved by Mr. Young, seconded by Mr. Howe to include an article in the NEWS
BULLETIN with an amendment to increase the Board per diem honorarium to $75.00 per
day effective one year after passage. Motion passed unanimously.

12. Staff provided 2 draft resolutions for the PNWER Summit for review by the
Board.
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Moved by Mr. Ancell, seconded by Mr. Young to adopt the draft PNWER resolution
with an 8 year provision for reciprocity as presented by staff. Motion passed with Mr.
Howe voting against the motion.

13. Mr. Sadewic requested a response from the Chairman to his written request for a
license in Idaho.

Moved by Mr. Howe, seconded by Mr. Young to authorize the Chair to send a letter to

Mr. Sadewic directing him to complete the application forms as required. Motion passed
unanimously.

V. CONSIDERATION OF APPLICATIONS

NON-STANDARD — COMITY

Stewart, Cary (Civil) — Mr. Stewart requested that the Board reconsider their previous
denial of his application.

The Board voted by roll call vote to enter into executive session to discuss credentials not
subject to disclosure as provided for the Idaho Code 67-2345(1)(d). Roll call vote results
- Mr. Young, yes; Mr. McClure, yes; Mr. Milligan, yes; Mr. Howe, yes and Mr. Ancell,
yes.

The Board exited executive session.

Moved by Mr. Milligan, seconded by Mr. Young to reconsider the Board’s previous
decision in this matter. Motion passed unanimously.

Moved by Mr. Milligan, seconded by Mr. Young to approve the application of Cary
Stewart for licensure as a professional engineer especially qualified in civil engineering
on the basis of comity with his licensure in California. Motion passed unanimously.

NON-STANDARD -~ EXAMINATIONS

Reichard, Jonathan (Civil) - At the May meeting, the Board took no action on this
application and authorized staff to refund his application fee so that he could reapply in
the future. Mr. Reichard received the Board’s correspondence and requested that the
Board review his application for the October 2007 exam period.

Moved by Mr. Milligan, seconded by Mr. Young to assign Jonathan Reichard to the
October 2007 Principles and Practice of Engineering examination in the civil discipline.
Motion passed unanimously.
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III.  UNFINISHED BUSINESS

4. House Bill 300, passed by the legislature during the last session, necessitated the
review and restructuring of the Board Strategic Plan. The Board worked with
Representative Jana Kemp Friday, June 9, 2006 to develop a strategic plan that
encompasses the requirements of House Bill 300.

2. Staff drafted a NEWS BULLETIN of proposed changes to the laws and rules for
2007 for the Board’s review. Staff requested authorization to publish the NEWS
BULLETIN upon the Board’s approval.

Moved by Mr. Howe, seconded by Mr. Young to modify Idaho Code Section 54-1220(2)
as follows:

“All eharges formal complaints, unless dismissed by the board as unfounded or trivial, or
unless settled informally, shall be heard by the board within six<6) twelve (12) months
after the date they were received at the board office unless such time is extended by the
board for justifiable cause.”

Motion passed unanimously.

Moved by Mr. Young, seconded by Mr. Milligan to approve the NEWS BULLETIN as
modified by the Board and authorize staff to publish it. Motion passed unanimously.

IV. NEW BUSINESS

2. John Howe discussed the responses he has heard from ISPLS in regard to the
right-of-entry legislation and the monumentation standards in 50-1303. He will
notify the ISPLS membership that comments on the right-of-entry legislation
must be received by August 1, 2006.

Mr. Howe informed the Board that ISPLS proposed changes to the
monumentation standards in 50-1303. Chairman McClure appointed Mr. Howe
and Mr. Young to further investigate the necessity of legislative changes of the
monumentation standards in 50-1303. Mr. Howe and Mr. Young will report back
to the Board at the August meeting.

FY06.09 McKinney, Earl F., action taken by Kentucky Board. An Administrative
Hearing was held on June 9, 2006 at 3:00 p.m. at the Statehouse Inn to
resolve this matter.

Moved by Mr. McClure, seconded by Mr. Ancell to revoke Mr. McKinney’s Professional
Engineer’s Licensure in Idaho. Motion passed unanimously.
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III. UNFINISHED BUSINESS

6. Steve Walker requested that the Board review his concerns about the Marathon
Cheese Bid Documents proposed by H+M Architects/Engineers. Mr. Curtis
contacted the individuals in responsible charge of the work in question and a
response was received in regards to Mr. Walker’s concerns. Mr. McClure will
review Mr. Walker’s comments and the Marathon Cheese documents and report
his findings at the next meeting.

Moved by Mr. Milligan, seconded by Mr. Young to continue this matter to a later
meeting. Motion passed unanimously.

VI. CONSIDERATION OF DISCIPLINARY MATTERS

FY05.23 Soderling, Alan R., P.E., violations of the rules of professional
responsibility. A Motion for Reconsideration was filed in this matter.
Counsel drafted a final order for the Board’s review.

The Board voted by roll call vote to enter into executive session to discuss disciplinary
matters as provided for the Idaho Code 67-2345(1)(d). Roll call vote results - Mr. Young,
yes; Mr. McClure, yes; Mr. Milligan, yes; Mr. Howe, yes and Mr. Ancell, yes.

The Board exited this executive session.

Moved by Mr. Young, seconded by Mr. Howe to reconsider this issue based on the
request for reconsideration submitted by Mr. Erickson. Motion passed unanimously.

Moved by Mr. Young, seconded by Mr. Milligan to affirm the previous decision to
dismiss this matter. Motion passed unanimously.

IV. NEW BUSINESS

4. The Idaho State Board of Water and Waste Water Operators has expressed a
concern that engineers may be acting as operators in charge of water and waste
water facilities though they are not licensed operators.

Moved by Mr. Ancell, seconded by Mr. Milligan to authorize the Chair to write to Mr.
Hales and quote the exemption for engineering in their law, the definition of practice of
engineering, and the definition of responsible charge from 54-1202. The argument can
be made that engineers are licensed to operate engineering works provided they are
competent to do so. If this issue merits more consideration, perhaps representatives from
each Board should meet at a later date. Motion passed unanimously.
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7. John Kirkpatrick from DEQ emailed concerns about documents submitted for the
Wild Horse Subdivision.

Moved by Mr. Young, seconded by Mr. Ancell to authorize staff to investigate
circumstances surrounding the use of the title “Environmental Engineer” and the
stamping of letter by J. Mitchell Greer. Staff will respond to Mr. Kirkpatrick’s additional
inquiry by indicating that pump testing work can be done by either Professional
Geologists or Professional Engineers. Motion passed unanimously.

8. Joel Petty, P.E. expressed concern over services provided by Pierre Bordenave on
Storm Water Management and Erosion Control Plans in Bonner County.

Moved by Mr. Milligan, seconded by Mr. Ancell to authorize the Chair to write a letter to
Mr. Petty indicating that the Board concurs with Mr. Curtis’ initial response to his
inquiry. Counsel is directed to write to Mr. Bordenave telling him to cease and desist the
practice engineering. Motion passed unanimously.

9. NCEES reported an irregularity with the results of 2 examinees in Idaho on the April
2006 Fundamentals of Surveying examination.

The Board voted by roll call vote to enter into executive session to discuss matters as
provided for the Idaho Code 67-2345(1)(d). Roll call vote results - Mr. Young, yes; Mr.
McClure, yes; Mr. Milligan, yes; Mr. Howe, yes and Mr. Ancell, yes.

The Board exited executive session.

Moved by Mr. Young, seconded by Mr. Howe to authorize Attorney Kane to conduct an
investigation into this matter. Staff will request all pertinent exam materials from
NCEES. Staff will release scores to those candidates not involved in the investigation.
Staff will notify the two candidates in question of the investigation and that Attorney
Kane will be contacting them. Motion passed unanimously.

10.  The Board participated in an annual review of the Idaho Code requirements
regarding Ethics in Government. Mr. Richards discussed the requirements of
Idaho Code with the Board.

The Board noted the information.

Balance Engineering had
a Certificate of Authorization that expired on July 31, 2003. The matter
has been investigated further and Counsel filed a complaint with the 4t
District Court on May 8™ and Mr. Farthing has been served. A court date
in this matter has not yet been set. Mr. Farthing submitted an application
for a Certificate of Authorization for Balance Mechanical Services, LLC.
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Moved by Mr. Milligan, seconded by Mr. Ancell to invite Mr. Pearson and Mr. Farthing
to meet with the Board regarding the Certificate of Authorization and their proposed
working arrangement. Motion passed unanimously.

There has been no indication that Mr. Leavitt
informed his current clients that his work is being reviewed by another
surveyor as required by the ORDER.

Leavitt and inquire as to whether he has complied with the ORDER in regard to
contacting his clients and sending a copy of that communication to the Board. Motion
passed unanimously.

. Minutes of Meeting

The Board of Professional Engineers and Professional Land Surveyors held a regular
meeting on June 8, 9 & 10, 2006 at the Statehouse Inn, 981 Grove St., Boise, Idaho, to
conduct Board business. The meeting convened at 1:00 p.m. on Thursday, June 8, 2006
with the following Board members present: Gary L. Young, Scott McClure, James H.
Milligan, John Howe and William J. Ancell. Also present was David L. Curtis,
Executive Director, and Jennifer Rowe, Administrative Assistant.

III. UNFINISHED BUSINESS

William Lillibridge and John Bilderback from the Dept. of Agriculture joined the
meeting. Attorney Angela Richards and Attorney Woody Richards joined the meeting.

5. Engineers at the Dept. of Agriculture met with the Board to discuss various
aspects of the One Plan software. The Board discussed the various scenarios
presented by Mr. Lillibridge and Mr. Bilderback in regards to responsible charge
and provided their opinions.

¢ Responsible Charge Scenario I — inadequate oversight for responsible charge.
¢ Responsible Charge Scenario II —- adequate to provide responsible charge.
e Responsible Charge Scenario III — adequate to provide responsible charge.

¢ Responsible Charge Scenario IV — there is no exemption from licensure for state
employees.

¢ Responsible Charge Scenario V — Title 54 Chapter 12 requires that engineering be
done by engineers, but statutes and code typically allow discretion of the
“Authority Having Jurisdiction”, in this case, ISDA, as to when project plans
must be prepared by a PE. Idaho Administrative Rules only require liquid waste
systems be designed by a PE. Neither Idaho Code enforced by ISDA nor
Administrative Rules administered by ISDA require that a PE prepare the type of
plans referenced, so the issue is not clear. The Board would likely not seek
discipline against an ISDA employed engineer reviewing and commenting on
such plans prepared by an unlicensed person.

e Responsible Charge VI — If NRCS rules require the barn be designed by a PE or
NRCS employee, a later analysis of the existing facility by a PE will not satisfy
that requirement. A PE could render an opinion as to the adequacy of an existing
design, but that does not make him or her the “designer”, and so long as that PE
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does not seal, sign and date the plans, we see no violation based on the limited
information presented.
